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DECISION ACCORDING STATUS 
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This is in response to the ''PETITION FOR APPLICATION BY OTHER 
THAN ALL THE INVENTORS Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.47 (a)," filed 
March 9, 2001 (and resubmitted June 2, 2005). The petition was 
recently forwarded to the undersigned for consideration. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application was filed on March 9, 2001, with 
a declaration executed by joint inventors Cox and Haagensen on 
behalf of themselves and on behalf of non-signing inventor Kim 
and the instant petition. Applicants assert that status under § 
1.47(a) IS proper because inventor Kim refused to sign the 
declaration for patent. 

A grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) requires: (1)

By declaration of patent attorney Cindy S. Kaplan, applicants 
have shown that inventor Kim has refused to join in the 
application after having been presented with the application 
papers. The petition includes payment of the petition fee. The 
last known address of inventor Kim is deemed to be as set forth 
on the declaration. 
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The declaration filed March 9, 2001, and the petition have been 
reviewed and are both found in compliance with 37 CFR 1.47(a). 

This application is hereby accorded Rule 1.47(a) status.
